£00 appears to be- rather 'small iwlatoea,' 
although be may be in reality the mora ex- 
tensive cultivator of the t^ro, and deserves 
more credit for possessing wisdorrt enough 
to avoid such indiscriminate planting of 
second-rate sorts. The great number of 
varieties certainly make a good slio* on the 
exhibition tables, oiid sound well in print, 
but this Is nil that can bo said in their 
favor. 


"We have been all through this variety 


fever, from a thousand pear tre«a down to n 
thousind sorts of strawberries; thereforo wo 
can apeak from experience. 
If our own n-ns 


not enough to convince us of tbe folly nf 
planting too great a number of varieties, 
that of hundreds of others who have Imd a 
similar experience would Funnel out i\s n 
warning against it.''
